SOUTH SEA ISLANDS. 
HUAHEINE. 


Mr. Ellis and Mr. Barff are the 
only Missionaries now remaining 
at this island, the inhabitants of 
which are about 2000 in number, 
and the greater part of whom now 
reside near the Missionaries. 

‘‘We are happy,” say they, in a 
letter dated June 17, 1821, ‘‘to in- 
form you that our work conunues 
to prosper in our hands, and we 
trust good is doing among the peo- 
ple around us. The little church 
of Christ in Huaheine continues to 
flourish, and we hope will be pre- 
served by the great Head of the 
church, faithful to the end. 

Encouraged by our elder bre- 
thren, and assisted by an intelligent 
native, we have commenced the 
translation of Isaiah, part of which 
has already been revised by our bro- 
ther Nott. The Gospel of John has 
been finished at Taheite, and we 
are reprinting a second edition of 
it here. The liberal grant of paper 
from the British and Foreign Bible 
Society has proved a very accepta- 
ble supply. 

The service of the Sabbath and 
week days are well attended, the 
number of hearers on the Lord’s 
Day being generally from 1000 to 
1400. It is pleasing to see them re- 
gular in attendance on the appoint- 
ed means, but we have still reason 
to fear, that with many, the inviting 
sound of the Gospel penetrates only 
the outward ear. ; 


Many of our people having ex- 
pressed themselves desirous of bap- 
tism, we have, during the past year, 
baptized 72 adults and 38 children. 
We have also upwards of 400 can- 
didates for baptisn?, with whom we 
meet once a week, to inquire into 
the sincerity of their profession, and 
to instruct them in the nature and 
and design of that ordinance. Be- 
sides the above mentioned meetings, 
and the regular service on Wednes- 
day evenings, we have another for 
conversation an Monday evening; 
at which we answer any questions 
that may be proposed, and explain 
to them any texts or passages of 
Scripture, the meaning of which 
they may not have heard, or may 
not understand. This meeting is 
remarkably interesting and benefi- 
cial. It encourages a spirit of in- 
quiry among the people, and affords 
us an excellent opportunity to insist 
on particular duties, much more 
pointedly than we can do in our ge- 
neral discourses. 

With very great pleasure we have" 
also to mention the formation of a 
church of Christ in another of these 
islands, an event we had the satis- 
faction to witness in May last,when, 
after maiy prayers, and the most 
ample instruction had been given, 
as to its nature, design, ordinances, 
and entire distinctness from every 
human institution, 15 of the most 
pious and consistent of those who 
had been baptized were formed in- 
to aChristian church. On Lovrd’s 
Day, May 7th, we sat down toge- 
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ther to commmemorate the Sa- 
viour’s dying love. I[t.wasa time 
of refreshing fromthe presence of. 
the Lord, and a season of holy joy 
to oursouls. Ou Lord’s Day, Oct. 
1st, six more, who had been some 
months candidates for communion, 
were added to church fellowship.— 
We feel great pleasure in adding 
that their conduct hitherto has a- 
dorned their profession 
Our schools have been well at- 
tended, and the advancement in 
spelling, and reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, encouraging. The Brit- 
ish system of education has been 
introduced, as far as circumstances 
andthe habits of the scholars will 
admit. The average number of 
scholars is 460, divided into classes, 
according to their attainments, & 
laced under native teachers. Our 
Sunday School also continues to 
prosper; it contains at present 230 
boys, 120 girls, and 12 teachers.— 
The attendance of the children is 
regular, their behaviour at school 
and during public worship is very 
commendable. Catechising is the 
kind of instruction attended to on 
the Sabbath day; but instruction is 
not the only advantage arising from 
our Sunday School; it has a power- 
ful tendency to impress the minds 
of the rising generation with a re- 
verence for the Lord’s Day, pre- 
vents in a measuse their contract- 
ing the indolent habit of sleepiag a- 
way the time between the services, * 
and habituates them to bear con- 
finement and fixedness of attention 
during the time of public worship. 
In Dec. 1819, the walls and roof 
of our large place of worship were 





*it was formerly the general custom of 
the islanders to sleep during the heat of the 
day, from which it is probable they will only 

€ weaned very gradually, as industry in- 
creases in the islands.—Missionary Register. 
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finished. The people were very 
anxious to get it done before the 
meetings of the Society in May, & 
by the latter end of April they com- 
pleted the floor, pulpit, desk, table. 
pew and seats, in a manner highly 
creditable to their industry and in. 
genuity. It was opened on May 
3d, when Brother Ellis preached 
from Chron. vi. 8. ‘*Will God in 
very deed dwell with men on the 
earth.”? About 1500 were present; 
a disease, raging like a plague at 
the time, confined many to their 
habitations. 

The second week in May was a 
period to which many looked for- 
ward with pleasing anticipation.— 
On Tuesdey evening May 6, we 
commenced our Anniversary Meet- 
ings; a sermon was then preached, 
and two on the Wednesday. 

On Thursday the 11th inst. at an 
early hour the chapel was crowded. 
Brother Ellis introduced the bu- 
siness of the day by stating the ob- 
jects of the Society & the peculiar 
claims of those who still continued 
in the same state of wretchedness& 
superstition as they themselves 
were, when the Missionary Society 
first sent the word of God to their 
islands. The Secretary then read 
the Report, by which it appeared 
that the total amount of subscrip- 
tions was, 7059 bamboos of oil. 9 
pigs; and 8 baskets of cotton; whieh 
was nearly double the quantity co 
lected during the preceding yea! 
Mahine, Auna and Tereia also a¢- 
dressed the meeting; after which 
Brother Barff encouraged the y ouns 
chiefs and people to engage re 
ly inthe good work, and concludec 
with prayer. The meeting laste’ 
several hours, but no one seeme 
to think it too long. It was truly ; 
day of rejoicing to us and our wt 
ple; and though in spirit we son” 
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times mingled with the assembled 
thousands who would be then con- 
gregated together in London, to 
listen to the triumphs of the preach- 
ing of the cross, and devise means 
for the wider promulgation of the 
glorious Gospel of the Son of God, 
we rejoiced to meet so many of our 
Polynesian brethren for the saine 
benevolent purpose. Upwards of 
1600 were present at the meeting. 

Although we have had no part of 
the Scriptures to print during the 
past year, our press has not been 
altogether unemploved: we have 
printed a code of laws for the islands 
of Raiatea, Taha, Borabora and 
Maurua; the reports, subscribers’ 
names; &c. of the Societies in Hua- 
heine, Taha and Borabora; and an 
edition of 1700 copies ofour Tahei- 
tean Hymn-book. 

Following the example of their 
elder sisters at Otaheite, our part- 
ners have continued to instruct in 
needle work &c. many of the na- 
tive females; anda considerable 
number at each station are able to 
make themselves neat and modest 
dresses. ‘The difficulty, which, on 
account of their domestic avoca- 
tions, our partners experienced in 
acquiring a sufficiency of the lan- 
guage to converse on spiritual sub- 
jects, long prevented their engaging 
in these exercises in which they 
were so anxious to be employed; 
they have, however, during the past 
year, held a weekly experience 
meeting with the female candi- 
dates for communion, and the sis- 
ters of the church, which we trust 
has been, under the Divine bles- 
sing, productive of good. 

Our people have also made some 
progress in civilization, though not 
so much as we could wish. A lar- 
ger quantity of ground is cultiva- 
ted, and many are busy about their 
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houses; they have also been taught 
to make themselves neat hats and 
bounets in the European form, the 
former of the leaves of a rush very 
coimmon in the islands, the latter of 
the inner bark ofthe hebuscus, which 
are now very generally worn.— 
Useful articles, especially foreign 
clothing, continue to be very much 
desired. 

Sensible of our continual need 
of Divine assistance, we desire, in 
prosecuting our work, constantly 
to look unto Him, who alone can 
grant success; and without whose 
blessing Paul may plant and Apol- 
los may water in vain. 





CEYLON. 

Dr. Scudder, at Ceylon, ina let- 
ter to his friend at N. York, says, 
‘fam now pleasantly settled among 
the heathen, and hope to be spared 
long to labour among them. It is 
truly a delightful work, and I re- 
joice that I was ever called to it. I 
have a boarding school of 16 boys. 

‘We are in much want of the 
scriptures, and do sincerely hope 
our friends in America will speed- 
ily send us large funds to purchase 
them. O my dear brother, these 
heathen are in a sad state—without 


God, and without hope in the world; 


and their prospects as to the world 
to come truly deplorable. But the 
time is near when Jesus shall take 
them as his inheritance; but it will 
not come, unless means be used 
with them. Preaching the Gospel 
has been permanently blessed of 
God for the conversion of the hea- 
then: but this is not the only means. 
If we could extensively circulate 
the scriptures, we might hope todo 
good. Let the word of life be sent 
to this people. They are perishing! 
and, unless quickly rescued from 
misery, must sink to endless ruin.’ 





































































































































































































































NEW-YORK FEMALE UNION SOCIETY 
FOR THE PROMOTION OF SABBATH 
SCHOOLS. 

Abstract of the Report. 

‘(Lo I am wiih you always, even 
unto the end of the world,’’ were 
the consoling words of our divine 
Redeemer to his disciples, when a- 
bout to be parted from them. That he 
has been a present help, in every 
time.of need to the Female Union 
Society, the experience of six years 
has proved; & the Committee when 
called upon for their Annual Re- 
port, cannot enter upon their duty, 
without previously raising their 
Ebenezer, and with gratitude ac- 
knowledging that “ hitherto the 
Lord hath helped us.”? 

This Society numbers 40 schools, 
thirty-seven are in the city, & have 
sent in reports. To give the whole 
of these, or even all the interesting 
facts contained in them, would en- 
gross too much of the time allotted 
to the interesting exercises of 
this day. The Committee there- 
fore, with the consent of the Su- 
periatendents, will proceed to give 
a brief summary of the good which 
has been effected by means of this 
society during six years, that they 
have been permitted to labour in 
this part of the Lord’s vineyard. 

We cannot exactly state the num- 
ber of teachers and scholars engag- 
ed in the schools since their com- 
mencement, but at present in those 
reported, there are 2752 scholars 
under the immediate instruction of 
478 teachers, and are regularly vi- 
sited by a committee composed of 
about thirty members. Upwards of 
a thousand scholars have been bro’t 
from the alphabet, to read the word 
of God; and a much greater num- 
ber from syllables to reading fluent- 
ly: 33,772 chapters averaging thirty 
verses each, have been committed 
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to memory, with divine songs, cate. 
chisms, hymns & M‘Dowell’s Ques. 
tions innumerable. The seed thy 
sown in faith, has given evidence 
that it has been watered by the deys 
of divine grace, by 142 scholars 
making a public profession of relj. 
gion. When a sufficient number 
of pious teachers have not offered, 
the services of those of serious de- 
portment have been accepted; 193 
of these, being in the way, the 
Lord hath led to lay hold on the hope 
set before them in the Gospel, and 
sweetly to experience the truth of 
the promise, .that they that water 
shall themselves be watered. Not 
a school in this Union but has ex- 
perienced the sanctifying influences 
of the Holy Spirit, ‘‘converting the 
soul and making wise the simple,” 
—twenty-four Reports of the pre- 
sent year, giving pleasing accounts 
of sinners being brought from dark- 
to light. Instances of strength of 
memory, and rapid improvement, 
have been still more numerous. 

With few, or no exceptions, stat- 
ed meetings for prayer are held by 
the teachers; to many of these, the 
children and their parents are invit- 
ed: nor are the bodies of the deat 
children forgotten; the naked are 
clothed by means of the various 
Dorcas Societies, formed for the 
purpose: Very many who were 
picked up in the streets, in rags and 
filth, are now filling respectable st- 
tuations. The change produced,not 
only on the Sabbath, but on week 
days, must be obvious to all. 

It may perhaps be remarked, that 
the number attending the schools, 
is not greater than was reported at 
the first anniversary. This can 
accounted for by several socielle 
being since formed independent ot 
this Union; and by many scholars 
who were attracted by novelty with- 
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drawing from the schools, when 
pressed by the duties imposed on 
them. Yet after all that has been 
effected, we are beginning to see 
with the great Doctor Chalmers, for 
whom was reserved the honour of 
introducing the Local System, ‘that 
a bulky sediment untouched and 
stationary; and by its power of as- 
similation too, is all the while add- 
ing to its own magnitude, and thus 
it is both possible that schools 
may multiply under a general sys- 
tem, and that out of a mighty popu- 
lation, an overflowing attendance 
may be afforded to each of them, 
while an humble fraction of the 
whole 1s all that is overtaken; and 
below the goodly superficies of a 
great apparent stir and activity,ma- 
ny an unseen structure of baser.ma- 
terials deepen, and accumulate, so 
as to furnish a solution of the fact, 
that with an increase of Christian 
exertion amongst us, there should 
at one and the same time, be an in- 
crease of heathenism.”? ‘To pene- 
trate this mass, many of the schools 
have adopted the plan recommend- 
ed by Dr. Chalmers, and have as- 
signed to themselves a particular 
district, and are already convinced 
of the great advantages of local vi- 
sitation. We trust that all will fol- 
low their example, and not stop in 
their exertions, till from the Battery 
to the remotest parts of our city, not 
ahouse, nor a hovel, shall remain 
unexplored; till every family shall 
be furnished with the word of God, 
and every child, and ignorant adult, 
be brought under the influence of 
Sabbath School instruction. A ve- 
ry few extracts from the reports of 
the present year, will show the ad- 
vantages derived from such instruc- 
tion by lisping childhood, and ex- 
treme old age. 

‘“Mary Mortimer, a white girl 
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aged five years, entered school No. 
3, on the 25th of November last, 
has advanced. from the alphabet to 
reading, and now commits to me- 
mory Scripture lessons, hymns, and 
catechism. <A coloured girl aged 
seven years, within the same period, 
has also advanced from letters to 
reading, & committing to memory. 

The superintendent of school No. 
6. states that ‘‘three large Bibles by 
Mr. Carpenter and three by Mr. W. 
M. Carter from the New-York Bi- 
ble Society, were received, & pre- 
sented to six coloured adu'ts, be- 
tween the age of sixty and ninety, 
all of whom have learned to read 
in the school. One of these, the 
Zion bound pilgrim mentioned in 
our last report, we now have the 
pleasure of presenting as a candi- 
date for the diploma, in the eighty- 
fifth year of her age; having pune- 
tually attended the school six years, 
during which time, she has learned 
to read the word of God, and from 


iis sacred pages has committed a 


sufficient number of chapters, with 
other lesscns, to entitle her to this 
mark of distinction; and from ob- 
serving her pious walk, and conver- 
sation, we confidently believe there 
isa crown of glory laid up for her, 
in that kingdom to which she ap- 
pears rapidly advancing. . Betsey 
C , whom we also present, as a 
deserving candidate forthe diploma, 
has had her mind very seriously ex- 
ercised since hearing of our inten- 
tionto bring her forward on this 
occasion; and has been led by it, to 
examine how it stood between God 
and her soul, and to seek for that 
preparation of heart, that will ena- 
ble her to stand approved by her fa- 
ther in heaven, as well as her teach- 
eron earth. Since the commence- 
ment of this institution, seventeen 
teachers, have ceased from their 
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labours, and have entered the rest . 


repared for the people of God.— 
Fifty-five scholars have also been 
called to their last account, the 
greater part of whom gave evidence 
of their acceptance with Christ. 
The dying experience of a teach- 
erin school No. 4, shal] close these 


extracts: 

During an illness of 7 weeks, she mani- 
fested a firm reliance on, and submission to 
her Divine Redeemer. Young and pleasing 
in her person, of agreeable manners, joined 
with undoubted piety, she was beloved by 
all who knew her, and had arrived at that 
period of life when its prospects are most 
flattering: yet, through grace received from 
the blessed Jesus, she was willing to resign 
ail, and to depart and be with Christ. Being 
asked by a friend in her last moments, if Je- 
sus was still precious? She replied, ‘‘He is 
the chief among ten thousan4, and altogether 
lovely. Whom have Jin heaven but him, 
and there is none upon earth, I desire beside 
him.’? Seeing her mother at her bed-side, 
she informed her she was leaving her, and 
adopting the Janguage of Stephen, she ex- 
claimed, ‘Lord Jesus, receive my spirit.”’— 
Shortly after she fell asleep in him, and en- 
tered into the joy of her Lord, in hope of a 
blessed resurrection.”

Of this Society the following is the 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. The subscribers, cordially ap- 
proving of the object and constitution of the 
American Bible Society, do agree to forma 
Suciety, to be called the Female Bible Sociely of 
the City of Pittsburgh and Vicinity, Auxiliary 
to the Americau Bible Society; whose sole 
object shall be to co-operate with the Parent 
Institution, in encouraging a wider circula- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures. 

2. Conformably to the principles of the 
Parent Institution, the Bibles and Testaments 
to be circulated by this Society, shall be 
without note or comment; and those in the 
English language shail be of the version now 
in common use. 

3. All persons, subscribing One Dollar or 
upwards, annually, shall be members of this 
Society; and those subscribing Ten Dollars 
or upwards, at one time, shall be members 
for life. One half of the annual subscrip 
tion shall be paid at the time of subscribing, 
and the other half at the expiration of si 
months. 

4. The business of the Society shall be 
conducted by a Board of Directors, to be 
chosen out of the subscribers, consisting of 
a President, two Vice Presidents, a Treas 
rer, a Corresponding and a Recording Se- 
cretary, and not less than Thirty other mem 
bers: and Five shall constitute a quorum 
for transacting business. 

5. The Board of Managers shal] meet 
the first Tuesday in each month, or oftener, 
if necessary; and special meetings pe! z 
any time be called by the President, ¥ a 
business requires it. At the monthly poe 
ing of the Board the monthly extracts sha 
be read from the Parent Society. of 

6. The Board shall divide the spher¢ © 
this Society into districts, and appoint ‘at 
or more of their members to each distri¢ ’ 
who may associate with themselves a0) s 
scribers, for the purpose of soliciting o 
scriptions and donations from the 1? 
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tants thereof, and collecting the money, and 
who shall pay it to the Treasurer of the So- 
ciety, at the stated meetings of the Board. 

7. The Treasurer shall take charge of the 
money collected until it is disposed of by or- 
der of the Board; and her accounts shall be 
examined by a committee appointed by the 
Society, which committee shall report to the 
Society at its subsequent annual meeting. 

8. The Corresponding Secretary shall 
conduct the correspondence, and the Re- 
cording Secretary shall record the proceed- 
ings of the Board, and of the Society. The 
Secretaries shall be furnished with Books, at 
the expense of the Society, and shall record 
thercin all the proceedings of the Society 
respectively. 

9. The surplus revenue of this Society, af- 
ter deducting the incidentai expenses, and 
supplying the want of the Scriptures in the 
sphere of the Society, shall be transmitted, 
annually, tothe Treasurer of the American 
Bible Society. 

10. There shall be a gencral meeting of 
the members of the Society on the first Tues- 
day in April, annually, when the accounts 
shall be presented as audited; the proceed- 
ings of the past year shall be reported; a 
new Board of Directors chosen; and the 
other business of the Society transacted. 

11. At the meetings of the Society and of 

the Board, the President shall preside; in 
her absence, the First Vice President; and 
in her absence, the Second; and, if both be 
absent, the oldest member of the Board pre- 
sent. 
12. The members of this Society shall be 
entitled to the privilege of purchasing from 
the Depository of the Society Bibles and Tes- 
taments at the cost prices. 

13. It shall be the duty of the Board to in- 
quire what families or individuals, residing 
within the sphere of this Society, are in want 
of the Scriptures, and to furnish them there- 
with at cost, reduced prices, or gratis, ac- 
cording to their circumstances. And any 
member of the Society discovering any per- 
son or persons willing to receive the Bible 
on the above terms, may make report to the 
Board, and they shall meet their wishes ac- 
cordingly. 

14. For the still further promotion of the 
circulation of the Scriptures, the formation 
of Branch Societies shall be encouraged in 
such districts within the sphere of this Aux- 
ijiary Society as may not be sufficiently po- 
pulous to form Auxiliary Societies of their 
own: such Branch Societies and the indivi- 
dual members thereof to be entitled to the 
same privileges from this Auxiliary So- 
ciety as it and its members enjoy from the 
Parent Institution. 

15. A copy of this Constitution, authenti- 
cated by the Corresponding Secretary, with 
the names and residences of the other offi- 
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cers; and also one or more copies of each 
anual report shall be transmitted to the Se- 
cretary of the American Bible Society for 
Domestic Correspondence, at least one 
month previous to the annual meeting of the 
Parent Society. 

16. The Board of Managers shall have 
power to make all By-Laws tor the govern- 
ment of the Society,.and to fill up ail vacan- 
cies which may occur by resignation, remo- 
val, or death, or otherwise, in their Board: 
and no alteration shall be made in this Con- 
stitution, except by a majority of the mem- 
bers present at an annual meeting. 





MISSION AMONG THE CHOCTAWS. 

The latest intelligence from this Mission 
is found in the following extract of a letter 
from the Rev. Cyrus Byington, of the station 
at Elliot, tothe kev. E. P. Swift, of this city, 
dated April 11th, 1822. 

“Last summer and autumn, like those pre- 
cious people who are on the Arkansaw Ri- 
ver, we suffered much from sickness. Some 
of our family died. During the winter we 
were much prospered in our labour; the 
blessings of God’s grace were granted us, 
and we did hope that some were here made 
vessels of mercy. Our school is now full, as 
to the boys. We could take a few more girls. 
We have about 60 boys, and 18 girls. The 
children have made good progress in their 
studies. Some of them are studying arith- 
metic and grammar, ad many of them can 
write avery goodhand. They are industri- 
ous. Our boys have split some thousands of 
rails, cut our wood for the fire, and have 
cut over about 20 acres of land within a 
year; some of which is already ploughed, 
and we expect to plantit in a few days. We 
need afew more brethre to work with the 
boys; and then, if we had health, it would 
be quite easy toclear 15 or 20 acres of land 
every year, and plant and hoe about 60 acres 
ofcorn. Men must plough the ground, and 
getit readyfor planting. This can be done 
when the boys are at school. In this way 
much can be raised to support the school. 
We hope to be able to take more boys the 
next year. We need more buildings and 
more assistant missionaries. We wish to 
have our labourers and mechanics all holy 
men and connected with the mission. The 
missionary life is a pleasant life. I rejoice 
that I have been allowed to come here. I 
could say much to you about the heathen, 
the children, the missionaries, that would 
rejoice your heart; but must close.”

Extract of School No 4, (now No 3.) 

‘Since the last Report, the num- 
ber of Scholars has about doubled, 
and most of them are punctual at- 
{endants, and conduct themselves 
with as great a degree of propriety, 
correctness, and obedience, as can 
be reasonably expected from the 
volatile dispositions of children.— 
There also appears to be an increa- 
sed attention among tue pupils to 
the several duties assigned them, & 
corresponding improvement. Al- 
though the managers cannot say 
that they have perceived particu- 
lar or striking effects of a moral or 
religious nature, which the Sabbath 
School instruction may have pro- 
duced on the character of their 
pupils, yet we trust that their in- 
struction is sealed by that God who 
has spoken once, yea, twice, yet man 
percewveth % not. The seed sown 
in infancy, may lie dormant, but in 
a few years it will shoot forth and 
bear some thirty, some sixty, and 
some an hundred fold. As the 
mind marches on to maturity, the 
imperceptible impressions made at 
our Sabbath Schools, will grow 
stronger and stronger, and at length 
distinctly mark the life and conver- 
sation. 

Extract from School No. 7, (now 
No. 6.) 

‘The Managers, since the last 
Report, have formed two Bible 
Classes, and introduced into them 
the excellent series of Dr. M‘Dow- 
el’s Bible Questions—which gives 
them ground to hope will have some 
good effect, as it is with humble 
gratitude they contemplate a few 
youth studying their Bible Question 
Book, then search the Sacred Vol- 
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ume in order to find an answer. 
the studies of the male class haye 
enabled them to answer 2803 ques. 
tions in the Bible, in addition to 
hymns and the catechism—three 
boys alone have answered aboyt 
two thirds of these Bible Questions 
—the scholars exclusive of the Bible 
class, have recited 1850 verses of 
Scripture, 737 of Hymns, and 56] 
Questions from the catechism—ma- 
king altogether this quarter in the 
school 5951 verses memorised.— 
The managers cannot close this re- 
port without inviting the Board to 
join with them in grattitude to God. 
for the encouragement he has gra- 
ciously been pleased to give them 
in this momentous and delightful 
employment. ‘T’o see the minds 
of young children trained up in the 
nurture and admonition ofthe Lord, 
is most pleasing & encouraging. To 
sce them appear every Sabbath at 
the ringing of the bell, clean 
and neat, with a respect toward 
their teachers, when about to 
bear them in the arm of faith 
before the throne of grace, 1s most 
gratifying to the benevolent & tho’t- 
ful mind. Surely we will per- 
severe in the strength of the Lord, 
casting our bread on the waters, 
hoping to find it after many days— 
praying that whilst watering the 
souls of others, our own may be 
watered, nourished and fitted for 
that place, where the employment 
will be praise to God and the Lamb 


forever”? 


Extract from School No. 8, (now 


No. 7.) 

“The behaviour of the children 
has received a sensible and plea- 
sing improvement, and although we 
have the hardest conflicts withma- 
ny children brought up by grace 
less parents, whose conduct and eXx- 
ample has had a manifest influence 
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on their offspring, yet we hope by 
constant perseverance, and by an 
humble reliance on the goodness 
of Divine Providence, to break 
down these youthful rebellious 
hearts, and yet to make them sub- 
mit with cheerful obedience to the 
laws of the school. One prodigal 
child; who was turned oui for im- 
proper conduct, has returned to 


_ the School humble and penitent. 


Extract from Sehool No. 9, (now 
No. 8.) 

‘The Managers have the plea- 
sure to state that during the last 
quarter, the behaviour of the scho- 
lars has considerably improved.— 
There appears to be an increasing 
attention in some of them to hear 
the Word of God explained. One 
boy in the first class, who commenc- 
ed almost in his letters, has learned 
to read, and has committed to mem- 
ory, the four Gospels, with the 
greater part of the Acts of the A- 
postles, and bids fair in a short 
time to commit the whole -of the 
New Testament.” 

Extract from School No. 12, (now 
No. 11. 

‘‘There are several of the chil- 
dren very untractable, and evince 
very little concern for their spiritu- 
al welfare—but we thank God this 
is not the case with the major part, 
for many seem anxious to be in- 
structed in the spiritual meaning of 
those things they read in the serip- 
tures, from Sabbath to Sabbath.— 
There are five boys and fifteen 
girls who, we have reason to be- 
lieve, are convinced of sin, and are 
seeking deliverance from its domin- 
ion and consequences, by apply- 
ing toJesus Christ, whom we en- 
ceavour to set before them, as the 
Lamb of God, the heavenly Physi- 


cian, who alone can heal the sin 
sick soul.’? 
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Such is the general language of 
almost all of the reports, and it is 
difficult to select those which from 
their candour, zeal and pleasing 
intelligence, deserve a pre-emi- 
nence. Such reader, are the plea- 
sing annals of Sabbath School 
Teaching, and may God bless your 
investigation (whoever you may be,) 
with a heart felt conviction, that 
this is one of the ways which God 
has chosen to bring the human fa- 
mily from darkness to his marvellous 
light, and Ob, that this hght may 
shine into your own soul, and bring 
you to taste of the unsearchable 
riches, which is to be found only in 
Christ the great Author of all Sab- 
bath Schools. 





LATEST MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 

At the Monthly Concert, in Park- 
Street Church, Boston. on Mon- 
day evening last, information was 
communicated from Messrs. Park- 
sons and Fisk, Missionaries at 
Smyrna, as late as January 7. Mr. 
Parsons’ health was unfavourably 
affected by the coldness of the cli- 
mate; and the missionaries were 
the next day to sail for Alexandria, 
with the intention of making a tour 
through Egypt, to Jerusalem. Re- 
commendatory Letters were fur- 
nished them by the English Con- 
sul, to all English Agents on their 
route. Mr. Wolfe, a converted 
Jew, and a Missionary from the 
London Jews Society, was also on 
his way to Jerusalem, to preach 
the gospel to his kindred according 
to the flesh; and was expected to be 
there at the same time with the A- 
merican Missionaries. Mr. TEem- 
PLE arrived at Malta, the 22d Feb- 
ruary, and wasvery kindly received 
by Dr. Navun1, and other friends of 
the Missionary cause. He writes 
that a Printing Press is very much 
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needed there, for the printing of 
tracts; and we have the pleasure to 
add, that one has been sent, and 
has probably arrived there before 
this time. 

From Cryton, Poor’s Journal 
at Tillypaily, for the month of June, 
1821, gives most interesting intel- 
ligence of the success of his labour 
among the natives. Soon after the 
death of Mrs. Poor, a spirit of so- 
lemnity and anxiety was visible on 
the minds of a number of young 
persons, of both sexes, in the school. 


- This was succeeded by anxious en- 


quiries, what they should do to be 
saved. Mr. Poor was greatly’ as- 
sisted in his labours by his imterpre- 
ter, who is amember of the Mis- 
sion Church. Eleven of the en- 
quirers have been added to the 
Church; making fifteen natives who 
give hopeful evidence of piety—& 
a number of others are deeply im- 
pressed. The Journal appeared to 
close in the midst of this good work; 
and while we anxiously wait for 
further particulars, let thanksgivings 
to God and prayer for its contin- 
uance, ascend from the thousands 
of our American Israel-—B. Ree.

N. YORK TRACT SOCIETY. 
The 10th Anniversary of the N. 
York Religious Tract Society was 
celebrated on the 11th April, and 
the annual report presented... From 
this report, which is published in 
the Missionary Register for May, 
we learn, that the Managers have 
adopted the plan of stereotyping 
their principal tracts. At the close 
of the last year, there were with the 
Depositary 307,960 tracts, in the 
English, French, and-Spanish lan- 
guages. There have since been 
printed 41,008 English tracts. The 
whole number of tracts sold and dis- 
tributed the last year is 131,301 
English, 7,150 French, and 5,390 
Spanish. Of these, 25,141 have 
been drawn out by members, on ac- 
count of their subscriptions; 76,128 
sold; and of the remainder grants 
have been made to various benevo- 
lent societies and individuals in the 
U. States and Territories; to the 
President of Hayti, 5,000; the Su- 
preme Director of Chill, 3,000; 
transmitted to Lima, in Peru, 500;

to Cuba and other islands, 600; to 
Canada, 750; and placed on board 
the Franklin 74, on a cruise round 
Cape Horn, 1,000.—The whole 
number of tracts printed by the So- 
ciety since its formation is 1,135,- 
594, exclusive of those in the press. 


The receipts during the last year, _ 


exclusive of a loan of $500, amount 
to something more than $1,800, & 
the payments from the treasury, to 
above $1,700.—Eighty dollars have 
been contributed by the ladies of the 
four Presbyterian churches in New 
York. 

The (N. Y.) Youth’s Aux. Tract 
Society has distributed 2,000 tracts 
since last October: the Juvenile 


‘Aux. Religious Tract Society has 


purchased 7,000 tracts. A Female 
Aux. Society,consisting of ladies of 
the Associate Reformed, Presbyte- 
rian, Dutch Reformed, and Baptist 
Churches, 175 in number, was late- 
ly formed in the City, and immedi- 
ately paid $110. The Young Gen- 
tlemen’s Society of Troy, last year, 
distributed 5,000 tracts. The last 
year’s distribution of the Baltimore 
Tract Society amounted to 32,000 
tracts; and the whole number pub- 
lished by the society is 120,000.— 
The N. England Tract Society, last 
year, published 468,000 tracts, and 
disbursed $8,300; and 70 minis- 
ters were made members for life, by 
the contributions of their respective 
congregations. 
Foreign Correspondence. 

The London and Liverpool Tract 
Societies have each very kindly fur- 
nished seyeral copies of their last 
reports, accompanied with a num- 
ber of their latest publications. No 
report has been received from the 
society in Bristol; but a package, 
and several of their last tracts have 
recently come to hand, supposed 
to have been forwarded by the Se-

cretary of that Society. ‘ These 
publications, together with those re- 
ceived from the London and Liver- 
pool institutions, are now before the 
Selecting Committee, and it is pro- 
bable that many of them will afford 
matter for augmenting the assort- 
ment of this Society in the course 
of the ensuing year. 


The number of tracts issued from 
the depository of the London Reli- 
gious Tract Society, during the 
year 1821, is nearly five millions; 
in which time, also it has establish- 
ed above fifty new auxiliaries and 
depots. It has now these establish- 
ments in almost every part of Eng- 
land; besides which, its grants of 
money for the printing and distribu- 
tion of tracts in other countries are 
very considerable. Its disburse- 
ments for the year ending March 
1521, amounted to something more 
than 7,500 pounds sterling. 


The last annual distribution of 
the Liverpool Tract Society was 
249,000 tracts, of which nearly 
16.000 were distributed by the 
Liverpool Ladies’ Tract Associa- 
tion. The whole number circulated 
by the Liverpool Tract Society, in 
five &ahalf years, since its estab- 
lishment, is 1,681,757. 


The accounts received of the 
marine distribution in England are 
extremely interesting. Persons are 
employed in the ports of London 
and Liverpool, who make it their 
business to visit the shipping for 
the purpose of circulating religious 
tracts amongst the seamen. These 
persons keep a regular journal of 
their proceedings, with the names 
of the vessels they have visited, the 
manner in which their tracts have 
been received, and, frequently, the 
conversation they have had with 
the seamen upon topics of religion. 










































In Ireland, a Religious Tract and 
Book Society is in succesful opera- 
tion; and in all the principal cities 
of Scotland a great degree of zeal 
is manifested in support of their 
respective institutions. 

A Religious Tract Society was 
organized in the city of Amsterdam, 
in the year 1820, and its friends 
are now actively engaged in the 
promotion of the work. Above 
27,000 tracts were distributed by 
this Association during the first 
seven months of its establishment. 
{In Zeist, also, a Tract Society has 
been formed, which had published, 
prior to the date of the last accounts, 
60,000 tracts, and had distributed 
about 37,000. 

A Religious Tract Society, es- 
tablished at Hamburg, is now in 
correspondence with the friends of 
Christianity in several cities of Ger- 
many; and strong hopes are enter- 
tained that an Auxiliary Society 
will soon be established at Dres- 
den. 

In Prussia, Russia, Sweden and 
Finland, great efforts are making 
in the circulation of religious tracts. 
At St. Petersburgh, as is stated by 
the Rev. Dr. Pinkerton, no fewer 
than twenty-six tracts have been 
published from the writings of the 
metropolitan Michael. 

In Moscow, a gentleman has se- 
lected and printed at his own ex- 
pense, thirteen new tracts, from 
the writings of Tikon, late Bishop 
of Woronge; and about forty of the 
best tracts in the English language 
have been translated, and are now 
in extensive circulation in every 
province & district ofthe Russian 
empire. Societies have also been 
established at Wasa and Abo, in 
Finland; and it is said thatthe Fin- 
nish Tract Society promises to ri- 
val, in zeal and usefulness, the 
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Evangelical Society of Stockholm. 

In British India, the last annual 
distribution of the Bellary Society 
was about 10,000 English and Na- 
tive tracts. Great eagerness was 
shown by the native inhabitants to 
obtain their publications; and so 
much had they entered into the Spi- 
rit of the undertaking, that thirty or 
forty native children had come for- 
ward to form themselves into a 
Nate Juvenile Tract Society. A 
considerable number of tracts, in 
the Malay language, have been 
distributed along the coast of Ma- 
lacca. The Madras Tract Society 
have printed and distributed about 
14,000 tracts; and the amount of 
their last year’s subscriptions was 
about $500. In China several use- 
ful tracts are put in circulation in 
the language of that country, and 
several more are preparing for the 
press.

THE SHAKERS. 

The following account of the 
Shakers, in Warren county, Ohio, 
has been furnished by the Rev. Jo- 
NATHAN Lestie. It probably con- 
tains as correct and particular in- 
formation of their peculiar tenets & 
practices as any heretofore publish- 


ed. 

Mr. Anprews, I here send you 
an account of the Shakers and their 
creed, taken from personal know- 
ledge, and acknowledged correct 
by their elders, together with some 
of my own remarks on theirappeal- 
ance, manner of worship, &c. You 
are welcome to publish the whole, 
* any part of it, as you may think 

est. 


























































The Shakers live ina village call- 
ed Union, 30 miles from Cincin- 
nati, and 4 from Lebanon, the seat 
of justice for Warren county, Ohio. 

Their number is 600, and they 
live in 11 families. The number of 
individuals in each family varies 
from 40 to 60, one half men, the 
other half women, who attend to 
their appropriate business. 

Their dwelling houses are brick 
and frame,spacious, neat and plain, 
well finished & convenient. Their 
apartments are not decorated with 
ornaments; but are supplied with 
useful furniture. They are neat 
farmers, and their mechanical work 
is completely executed. Their orch- 
ards and gardens are extensive.— 
They have plenty to eat and wear, 
and appear to be contented with 
their condition. They are hospita- 
ble, and social, and frequently be- 
stow large charities to worthy ob- 
jects. 

They have a meeting-house, two 
stories, 65 feet by 56. The outside 
is painted white, the roof as well as 
the walls; which gives it a singular 
appearance. In the upper story the 
ministry live. They are two men 
and 2 women, who are said to have 
arrived to an extraordinary degree 
of holiness. They superintend the 
whole community,visit different sta- 
tions, and hear the confessions of 
those who are initiated into their 
community. The lower story is for 
public worship onthe Sabbath, and 
in itare accommodations for a great 
number of spectators. 

In each family are two male, and 
two female elders, who have the 
whole spiritual direction of the 
members, and two male deacons, 
who furnish the kitchen. and attend 
io all the temporal concerns of the 
family. 

I first called ata great house, op- 
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posite the meeting-house, and had 
considerable conversation with three 
elders; who are men of intelligence 
& capable of expressing their ideas 
clearly. They directed me to Ma- 
thew Huston, for the Mr. no one, 
who is appointed to converse with 
the people of the world, and to en- 
tertain them. He had formerly been 
a Presbyterian minister, and left 
that body in the time of the revival 
in Kentucky. He appeared very 
willing to gratify my curiosity, and 
answer the queries I made relative 
to their belief and practice. 

At8 o’clock, their stated hour 
for evening devotion, a folding door 
was opened, which united two spa- 
cious rooms. The men and women 
formed each a column facing one 
another, with a space between, at 
the head of which elder Huston 
stood. Their devotion commenc- 
ed by all singing a hymn, in one 
part of music. The tune was live- 
ly, and their words were plainly 
pronounced. Amongst the women 
were several little girls. After sing- 
ing, the elder gave a short exhorta- 
tion, and bade them prepare for la- 
bour. Then the men pulled off 
their coats, and the women some of 
their loose clothes, and all faced to- 
wards the head of their column.— 
Four of the brethren and as many 
sisters sung and the rest danced — 
At certain turns in the music they 
spat on their hauds, turned entirely 
round and still continued dancing. 
They sung a more lively tune, & 
danced with a more lively step.— 
They sung another hymn, and im- 
mediately retired to rest. 

- My feelings at what I have just 
secn I cannot express. Their 
hymns are poor composition, anc 
partake strongly of their peculiar 
sentiments. ‘Their singing and dan- 
cing are very similar to what [have 
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frequently seen practised by the 
Indians. Never did a greater mix- 
ture of sensations crowd upon my 
mind. I felt contempt tor their fol- 
ly, pity for their ignorance, indigna- 
tion at their leaders,who, tothink the 
most charitably of them, ought to 
know better, and I wept at the tho’t 
of the awful disappointment they 
must experience, when they enter 
the eternal world—when their san- 
dy foundation shall be swept away 
—their hopes fall, and they be for- 
ever undone! 

I retired to rest; but the recollec- 
tion of what I had seen drove sleep 
from my eyes. I concluded they 
only are happy whom the arms of 
everlasting love support. 

In the morning they arose at 4 
o’clock, and one half hour after at- 
tended their morning -devotions.— 


They took their places as describ- 
ed last evening, and sung a hymn of 
praise to, and expressive of confi- 


dence in god their mother; after 
which they all fell upon their knees, 
and appeared to be in silent devo- 
tion forsome minutes. They then 
arose and went to their respective 
apartments. 

They are regular and systematic 
in every thing they do. They retire 
at 9 o’clock, rise at 4, breakfast at 
6, dine at 12, and sup at6. They 
keep a school, where children of 
both sexes are taught. Itis said that 
_ their teachers assiduously inculcate 
their peculiar principles upon their 
pupils. When their children are of 
lawful age to act for themselves, 
they insist on their making a choice 
either fully to unite with the com- 
munity, or to leave it. They in- 
form me that in seven years past 200, 
young and old, have joined their 
community. They have no sum- 
mary of doctrine; but, by looking 
over their books, and from conver- 


sation with them, I drew up the fol- 
lowing creed, which they acknow- 
ledge as their belief. _ 

There is one God, but no Trinj- 
ty of persons in the Godhead. That 
the Son is inferior to the Father, 
and inthe work of creation was us- 
ed as a subordinate agent. That 
the principal excellency of the man 
Jesus Christ consisted in his heing 
filled with the Divine Spirit. They 
deny the propitiatory nature of the 
atonement of Christ, and hold that 
he suffered only for our example, to 
show us how we are to crucify the 
flesh, that is, to eradicate our natur- 
al propensities and affections. They 
believe that none of those who died 
before Christ went to heaven, but 
that a number of them went with 
him, to that blessed place, after his 
resurrection. 

They believe that the plan of sal- 
vation was not developed, nor per- 
fect holiness required of those who 
then professed religion. But that 
Christ has come a_ second time, 
‘‘without sin unto salvation,”’ in the 
person of a female; and now the 
plan of salvation is perfectly reveal- 
ed and understood by all Shakers; 
perfect holiness is now required, 
and attainable, and the example ot 
Christ isto be hterally followed.— 
Hence, they will not permit the 
members of their church to marry; 
nor those, who are married, when 
they unite with them, to live toge- 
ther as husband and wife. They 
believe they are the children of the 
resurrection, and must neither mar- 
ry nor be given in marriage, but be 
as the angels in heaven. d 

They deny the doctrine of God's 
decrees, and of justification through 
faith on the merits of Christ. But 
believe,when they confess theirsin 
to their ministry and are absolved, 
they then live perfectly holy a 








free from every taint of sin. They 
believe the day of judgment com- 


‘menced when Christ appeared the 
second time in the person of Anna 


Lee, and that it is still progressing. 
That her spirit diffused on the mi- 
nistry enables them to judge,acquit, 
or condemn, and that they confer a 
portion of that same spirit on all 
that they account worthy to inherit 
eternal life, which lives in, and con- 
tinually governs them. 

They say the resur’ection is past, 
and there will never be a resurrec- 
tion of the body. They believe that 
judgment, begun in this world,will 
be continued until all the souls of 
the wicked, who departed this life 
ignorant of the Gospel, as it is held 
by the Shakers, have an offer of it, 
and if they become Shakers, they 
shall be saved; if not, they shall be 
made eternally miserable. They 
believe the Bible is of no use now, 
farther than to prove the introduc- 
tion of their new dispensation. It 
is the old heavens which have pass- 
ed away. They deny the charge of 
worshipping Anna Lee. They trace 
the origin of their denomination 
from the French Jumpers. 

Though they disavow worship- 
ping Anna Lee, yet in their hymns 
they address their parents and their 
mother. It is my opinion that they 
worship her, as much as they wor- 


ship Jesus of Nazereth.

VALUABLE ACQUISITION. 

The U. S.schooner Shark, lieut. 
eom. Perry, was lately despatched 
for the particular purpose of ascer- 
taining the qualities of an island in 
the Gulf of Florida, hitherto called 
Key West. She stopped at Havana 
fo take on board Mr. Warner, our 
agent there, and arrived at the is- 
land about the: 20th of March.— 
Lieut. Perry immediately detached 
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different parties to explore the coun- 
try—it was found to abound with 
wild animals, serpents, fowls and 
fish. Turtle is also very numerous, 
large quantities of them being car- 
ried to Havana in smacks, constant- 
ly employed for the purpose. The 
island is altogether uncuitivated,but 
the soil appears good, and is tho’t 
capable of affording large quanti- 
ties of the productions of the West 
Indies. On the 24th of March, a 
Mr. Hemming arrived from Mobile, 
with a number of people, and tim- 
ber prepared to erect a frame house 
60 feet long, which, perhaps, may 
become the starting point of a great 
city! On the 25th, possession was 
formally taken in the name of the 
United States of North America— 
the island called Thompson’s Island, 
and the harbour named Port Rogers, 
in honour of the secretary of the na- 
vy and president of the navy board, 
the American flag hoisted and a sa- 
lute of 13 guns fired, &c.; after 
which the company partook of a 
handsome entertainment, prepared 
for the occasion, at which thirteen 
regular toasts were drank, &c. 


“Thompsons island” is about 7 miles long 
and 2 broad; it is located 75 miles N. by W. 
from Havana, 85 from Matanzas, and about 
30 from the main land of Florida. Its har- 
bour is a very fine one, and has long been 
the resort of vessels in rough weather; om 
which account it is considered as a very va- 
luable acquisition to the United States. The 
east part lies open to the sea, the northern 
and western are surrounded by small sand 
keys. The port is said to be equal to any 
on the gulph of Mexieo, for safety or depth 
of water, and may ‘become the rendezvous 
of our navy employed in those seas. The 
island has exteusive salt ponds, supposed ca- 
pable of producing from 3 to 400,000 bushels 
annually. The southern point of the main 
land of Forida is covered from the force of 
the Guif stream by innumerable Iittle is- 
lands or keys, of which this is one: many of 
them are heavily timbered.—.Viles’ Reg.

IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 
New-York, May 11.—By the arrival of the 
ship Florlda, the Editors of the Com. Adver- 
tiser have received English papers to the 
9th April, which contain something that may 
be relied on respecting the famous ultima- 
ium, of which the world has heard so much. 
The Turkish Divan has finally rejected all 
proposals made by the Russian Govern- 
ment. It has even refused to send Commis- 
sioners to the frontiers, to negotiate with 
those of Alexander. This information is 
contained in the oflicial note — presented 
by the Ottoman Reis Effendi to the English 
and Russian Ambassadors on the 8d March; 
from which it appears, that the affairs of the 
Greeks were the principal obstacle to an 
adjustment. The Porte loudly complains of 
the secret influence of the emissaries of A- 
lexander, and of the protection, which, in 
the face of his solemn protestations to the 
contrary, he gave tothe Greeks who fled to 
Russia for protection. This the Divan re- 
sents in a haughty tone, and adds, that ‘‘if 
some Christian temple has been unlawfully 
demolished, it shall be restored efter tran- 
quillity shall have been completely re-established. 
His Highness will grant an amnesty to his 
Greek subjects of the Archipelago and Mo- 
rea, when they shall have laid down their arms. 
It is, however, stated that independently 
of Russian aid, the Greeks bid fair to dic- 
tate terms to these haughty Musselmen, 
without being compelled either to lay down 
their arms or submit to conditions which 
would impose upon them their former 
chains. The accounts ofa late victory of the 
Greek fleet over the Turkish are now fully 
confirmed. The engagement continued du- 
ring the whole night of March 3d.. The 
Greeks captured 25 ships, dreve 5 ashore, 
and blew up 2 Algcrines. The Ottomans 
alsohad 7 vessels sunk, among which was 
that of the Vice-Admiral, who perished. 
Notwithstanding the arrogant language of 
ihe Porte, it is stated that Russia had re- 
moved every obstacle te an amicable settle- 
ment; but that the contemptuous light in 
which-all Christians are viewed by the fol- 
lowers ot the Prophet, and the confidence 
they place in the invincibility of his stand- 
ard, had induced the Divan to reject all 
terms whatever. The Sultan himself, it is 
said, was disposed to lisien to the proposals 
of England and Austria; but the Jannissa- 
ries, who rule the empire, would admit of 
no difference between an European and an 
Asiatic “infidel.” 
What the consequenee of these events 
will be itis scareely possible t) conjecture, 
it seems pretty evident, however, that the 
Torks wili be driven out of Europe: for it is 
aD vain todeny that Russia is competent to 
the task, and when the Czar marches upon 
tae Mosiem, he will not desist until he ac- 
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complishes his work. That he will be Op- 
posed by any of the other powers, is not aj 
all probable. All that England will proba- 
bly do is to station a fleet near the scene of 
action to maintain her own ascendency jn 
that quarter, and watch an opportunity of 
increasing it; and the empty coffers of Ays- 
tria must decide her neutrality. 

The intelligence of the rejection of the 
Russian ultimatum appears to have excited 
considerable agitation at Paris and in Lon- 
don, and to have the effect of reducing thc 
funds in both places. 

The thing most to be dreaded is a renew- 
al of the horrible cruelties, which the Tur- 
kish government has already exercised on 
their Christian subjects. The news from 
Moldavia and Wallachia inspires horror.— 
The Asiatic troops lay every thing waste 
with fireand sword. The city of Jassy was 
on fire in several places on the 12th March: 
whole streets were reduced to ashes. For 
Bucharest fears are entertained. The Kia- 
ja Bey published, that if he was forced to 
evacuate the country, he would carry all the 
male inhabitants into slavery, and would 
not leave a village standing. It is impossi- 
ble to believe England orAustria would form 
an alliance with so barbarous and savage a 
government; nor is there any man on the 
face of the earth, in whose bosom glows a 
spark of humanity, but what would rejoice 
to hear of the downfal of so monstrous a 
power. 

The British government is said to have 
determined on uniting Upper and Lower 
Canada, with a view, as it is given out, to 
save the expenditure incurred by the pre- 
sent double administration.

A new Turkish army is assembling in the 
environs of Nyssa, and another on the fron- 
tiers of Bosnia. The troops in the environs 
of Sophia have set out for the Danube. It Is 
expected that the Turks will shortly enter 
Servia. 
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
